The victim was editor of the 
newspaper Cli Du Peuple, which 
is owmed by Jacques Doriot, often 
described as France’s most fer­ 
vent pro-Nazi, and who is believed 
in many French circles to be even 
closer to the German regime than 
Pierre Laval. 
When news of the assassination 
reached Vichy, Laval was meet­ 
ing with his collaborationist cab­ 
inet to discuss means of suppres­ 
sing 
popular outbreaks against 
the Nazi rule. 
A decision was 
reached to summon the dreaded 
“tribunal for the security of the 
state’’ to try persons charged with 
disorders. 
Among the first to face the tri­ 
bunal, it was said, w’ould be pris­ 
oners arrested after the food riots 
in Paris Sunday when two police­ 
men were shot and killed and sev­ 
eral wounded.

Cologne district alone 2,000 per­ 
sons were killed and several thou­ 
sands made homeless.

♦ -The design on the stamp, to be 
printed in purple ink, will be a fig ­ 
urative American eagle with w ings 
outstretched in 
the

large V. 
Encircling the eagle will 
be 13 stars and the inscription, 
"Win the W ar,” will appear in a 
band across 
the

eagle. 
“It is most fitting that a stam p 
of this nature, sym bolizing as it 
does the nations war effort and 
victory goal, should be issued on 
the anniversary of American in­ 
dependence,” 
W alker said. 
The new stam p

F 
rHOM current accounts, the Nazi millen­ 
nium doesn’t seem to be doing so well. 
It is rotten with disease and frightful with 
crime. 
Reports from outside of Germany 
tell of a new reign of terror there, with 
Hitler and his henchmen growing desper­ 
ate as the net of civilization slowly closes 
around them, 
“ He that only rules by ter­ 
ror doeth grievous wrong,” says the old 
poem. 
“Deep as hell I count his error.” 
And hell seems to be coming now not only 
to the captive neighbors whom the Nazis 
rob and slaughter, but to 
the 
Germans 
themselves. 
Thus along with news of the Gestapo’s 
slaughter of Czechs for an attack made 
against 
the 
cruel Reinhard 
Heydrich 
quaintly called “protector” of Bohemia 
and Moravia— a deed which seems natural 
in view of the circumstances— there is fear 
and slaughter in Berlin itself. 
Even the 
greatest there, below Hitler and Goering, 
are not safe from assassination. 
And the 
hand that kills them is apparently the hand 
of Hitler, however it may be concealed. 
There seems to be another epidemic of im­ 
portant members of the Nazi machine dis­ 
appearing from sight 
and 
publicity and 
later reported as dead. 
Dorothy Thomp­ 
son, well informed in that field, recently 
mentioned a surprising number of Hitler’s 
former associates, many of them famous, 
who have gum down that lonesome road. 
Such killing, under whatever pretense, 
onfession of weakness and fear.

^WASHINGTON — It has been obscured 


” 
by tile battles of Kharkov, Burma and 


Kinhwa, but behind the scenes, a 
battle 
just as important domestically has 
been 


raging between Secretary of War Stimson 
and trust-busting Thurman Arnold 
over 
whether the big corporations which mon­ 
opolized 
war materials with 
Germany 
should be punished, or permitted to con­ 
tinue their monopolies. 
Secretary Stimson doesn't want these 
big firms bothered with anti-trust suits, 
and some weeks ago wrote a letter to the 
White House, demanded that they be stop­ 
ped. 
Thurman Arnold, he said, was play­ 
ing into Hitler’s hands by nagging the big 
companies while 
they 
are 
filling 
war 
orders. 
Roosevelt, grinning, gave the letter to 
Attorney General 
Biddie. 
Biddle, 
also 
grinning, gave it to Arnold. 
And Arnold 
wrote Stimson a letter which nearly raised 
the roof of the War Department. He point­ 
ed out that there 
was no use fighting 
Hitler if U. S. industry was going to prac­ 
tice the same 
kind 
of monopolistic, cut­ 
throat tactics as Nazi business. 
Temporarily, 
however, 
the War De­ 
partment won out. 
The 
Justice Depart­ 
ment finally agreed to hold up prosecution 
of certain cases, among them General Elec­ 
tric’s monopoly of florescent lamps, on the 
ground that General Electric officials were 
so busy with war production they did not 
have time to appear in court.

So it told its friend, the 
War Department, to throw in the sponge.

Teeth of the Expectant 
Mother Require Care

“FOR EVERY baby, a tooth" 
has long been a byword among the 
old wives of the household, but 
according to Dr. 0. Lee Schatten- 
burg, it is no longer true. Dr. 
Schattenburg is associate director

of the Bureau of Maternal and 
Child Health where nearly 200 
obstetrical and pediatric clinic* 
have achieved remarkable results 
in lowering maternal and child 
death rates in the last decade. 
It is also an unfounded idea that 
to prevent miscarriage an expec­ 
tant mother must avoid the den­ 
tists chair. Not only should the 
mother have good care from the 
onset of pregnancy for her own 
sake, but also for the sake of 
guarding the child against dental 
defects. 
In order to offer the child pro­ 
tection against dental defects, we 
must begin early in pregnancy be­ 
cause it has been demonstrated 
that, under unfavorable circum­ 
stances, a child may have consid­ 
erable dental defects at birth, even 
six months before the teeth are 
due to erupt. 


Pre-Natal Tests 
At the present time, of course, 
it is a universal practice to give a 
mother what is called pre-natal 
care, which means that she is ex­ 
amined regularly. 
Her gerieral 
health is assessed and the integ­ 
rity of every organ and every 
function of her body is severely 
tested. Modern knowledge of nu­ 
trition will help to guard not only 
her own health, but insure a 
healthy and functionally perfect 
child. 
The regimen for safeguarding 
the teeth of the mother and child 
consists of adherence to an ade­ 
quate diet, including calcium and' 
iron and a sufficiency of vitamins 
A, C, and D. The only truth in the 
old adage that “for every child a 
tooth” lies in the fact that in sup­ 
plying calcium for the hones of the 
growing child, this calcium might 
be taken away from the mother’! 


teeth, lf she gets an adequate sup­ 
ply in her own diet, no such danger 
will exist. 
Care of the Teeth 
Another thing that is taken care 
of during this period is dental in­ 
fection. This is vary important, 
not only in preserving the teeth 
themselves, but in avoiding a num­ 
ber of obstetrical complications. 
Modern obstetricians accept den­ 
tal sepsis as being frequently the 
background of several im portant 
complications and they feel that 
they should insist on the elimina­ 
tion of dental sepsis early in preg­ 
nancy. Among these complications 
are infection of the pelvis of the 
kidney, phlebitis (inflammation of 
the veins). 
Tile question of painless child 
birth is wrapped up with the ques­ 
tion of painless dentistry, neither 
of which has an entirely satisfac­ 
tory solution at the present time. 
Envisioning a new type of pain­ 
less dentistry based on electrical 
energy rather than drugs, Dr. 
Schattenburg has said: “ Is it pos­ 
sible that if the cyclotron* can 
break up the atom and give us 
radio-active 
substances, 
other 
forms of electrical er.ergy can be 
used to block a nerve?” The X-ray 
can help us to visualize the tooth 
structure, why can’t X ray help us 
to block out its pain perception?” 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
L. VV.:—“ What effects do sul­ 
fonamide drugs have on the health 
when taken over a long period of 
time? 
Would this lead to high 
blood pressure?" 
Answer: Sulfonamide drugs arr 
potentially very toxic and should 
in no circumstances he taken over 
a long period of time, even in small 
doses. They lead to skin eruptions, 
liver damage and have a general 
effect on the nutrition and health, 
but I do not know that they have 
any effect on blood pressure.
